That 
genial trainer has expanded wonderfully in j 
girth since he went into winter quarters. The 
lot in Joyner’s charge show evidence of gootl 
care and skilful management. Etheilxsrt, the 
pride of the stable, was permitted to rate along 
and cover a mile in 1 :48, the fastest mile that 
has been worked at Morris Park up to date. 
He is in superb condition, his coat shines like 
satin, his eye is bright and full of fire, and .Joy- 
ner thinks funnier things will happen tlian 
Ethelbert winning one or more of the handi- 
caps. 

“David Garrick is a counterpart of Ben Hol- 
laday, and the experts look forward to some 
excellent racing when this slashing son of Han- 
over goes to the post in the three-year-old 
division. The Chamberlain takes to his work 
well, appears to do all that is asketl of him 
without undue persuasion, and yet many of the 
trainers believe that he is in the ‘gold brick’ 
class.
